Theodore Roosevelt today spoke the lines 
by which he accepted the nomination for 
Governor. The candidate, as he delivered 
his words on the porch of his home, was 
nervous and showed a little disposition to 
wander from the exact phraseology of the 
speech he had prepared. . 
_ Senator Platt had intended to go along 
to Oyster Bay as chairman of the Notifica- 
tion committee, but when the committee and 
the State candidates met at Fifth Avenue 
Hotel at 11 a. m., it was found that the 
Senator was indisposed and that Chairman 
Odell would have to take the helm. 


In Long Island City a special train, fur- 
nished by Presidant Baldwin of the Long 
Island railroad, was waiting. The passen- 
gers were Chauncey M. Depew and Edward 
Lauterbach of New York, John T. Mott of 
Oswego, FrAncis Hendrix of Syracuse, Con- 


gressman Lucius M. Littauer of Glovers-. 


ville, John R. Hazel of- Buffalo, Senator 
Hobart Krum of Schoharie, and Cornelius 
V. Collins of Troy, members of the commit- 
tee, and several of the candidates on the 
State ticket. 

At Oyster Bay, which was reached at 
12:48, a salvo of railway torpedoes on the 
track sent a local brass band on the station. 

Half 
a dozen station wagons and carry-alls took 
the delegation to Roosevelt's pretty villa, 
which is three miles away on the further 
side of Oyster Bay, upon a breakneck

Dr. Depew Makes the Formal Tender. 


Dr. Depew, as the orator, stood with his 
back.to this picture as he addressed Mr. 
Roosevelt, delivering the graceful phrases 
of his speech in an easy conventional tone, 
with few gestures. 

No applause interrupted this brief ora- 

’ tlon, but there was a salvo of hand-clapping 
when he finished. 

Mr. Depew said in part:

FOURTRUSTEES 
OF CICERO STAND 
_ BY CHIEF VALLENS. 


Majority of Board Votes President Em- 
erson’s Way and Refuses to Investi- 
gate Policeman’s Conduct in Connec 

tion with Hawthorne Race Track. 


By a vote of four nays to three yeas the 
trustees of the Town of Cicero last evening 
decided not to order an investigation of 
the charges which have been made against 
Chief of Police.T. N. Vallens of the town- 
ship in connection with the Hawthorne race 
track. The action was decided upon aftera 
warm debate between two factions at the 
board meeting.

The result of the board's action may be 
to create two factions of the Republican 
party in the Town of Cicero, one support- 
ing President Emerson and Chief Vallens 
and the other opposing these officials. This 
state of affairs is what the ministers of the 
Town of Cicero threatenéd to bring about 
unless the Town board made an immediate 
investigation of the Vallens charges. 

When the meeting was called to order 
last evening Trustee Lewis offered a reso- 
lution that the charges made against Chief 
Vallens be immediately taken up. by the 
board. Trustee Attridge warmly supported 
the resolution, but before the matter was 
put to a vote President Emerson announced 
that he had something to say. 

‘**T request that this matter be not consid- 
ered,’ he said. ‘*‘ The men who made these 
affidavits against Chief Vallens are nothing 
but gamblers and blacklegs.”’ 

Trustee Lewis then took the floor. 

“TIT have seen Chief Vallens and talked 
with him about this matter,” he said... “I 
asked him if he did not think it would be 
nething more than justice to him to have 
an investigation and he replied that he did 
not think it would. If the Town board 
does not investigate this matter I think the 
cifizens ought to take hold of it. The na- 
ture of this case demands an investigation. 
I do not say here that I believe Chief Val- 
lens guilty of these charges, but neverthe- 
‘less they are worthy of an investigation.” 
The vote was then taken with the result 
given above. Nothing more was said about 
‘the proposed investigation. 

“When James Mangler, a private detective, 
made affidavit that he had seen Chief Val- 
‘lens bet on the races and drink Hquor at 
the Hawthorne race track several weeks ago 
the ministers of the Town of Cicero helda 
meeting and decided that the matter should 
be investigated. Threats at this meeting 


were made that unless the investigation 


be held the Republicans would be split in 
two factions. Last evening’s meeting, ac- 
cording to the ministers’ party, settled be- 
yond a doubt the issue of the town election 
in Cicero next spring. 

Besides discussing the Vallens case the 
board decided to construct a brick and pipe 
sewer in Hawthorne, and $31,000 was appro- 
priated.

launched in-American waters since Dewey's 
May-day signal victory made the United 
States’ navy the admiration of the civilized 
world, should bear the name of the Prairie 
State, which, on this auspicious occasion, I 
have the honor to represent. This new bat- 
tleship is in itself a complete armada, more 
formidable than ‘an army with banners.’ 

*“ Fellow-countrymen of Virginia, fellow- 
citizens of Illinois, could there be anything 
more appropriate than the launching of the 
battleship Illinois in Virginia? What his- 
toric memories flood our thoughts when we 
refiect for a moment on this conjunction of 
cireumstances! The foundations of the re-

NEWPORT DOCTOR 
PROVES A THIEF. 


Dr. Detwiller’s Death Brings 
to Light Concealed 
Stolen Goods. 


TWO WOMEN CLAIM HJM. 


Left Diagram to His Second 
Wife Showing Place He 
Hid Booty. 


LIVED LIKE WEALTHY FOLK. 


Newport, R. I., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—When 
Dr. Detwiller and his wife arrived in New- 
port about a year ago they took a house in 
fashionable Lincoln street. It was furnished 
handsomely. The couple appeared to be 
persons of wealth and refinement. 

Mrs. Detwiller’'s gowns attracted atten- 
tion even in Newport, while the doctor put 
out a shingle, but appeared utterly indiffer- 
ent to patients. 

During a whole year nothing about Dr. 
Detwiller and his wife aroused more than 
ordinary curiosity, but when Dr. Detwiller 
died last week there immediately came a 
sensation. | 

While the woman whom Newport knew as 
and believed to be Dr. Detwiller’s wife was 
mourning for him, another woman appeared 
upon the scene. 

She said she was Dr. Detwiller’s wife; 
that they had been married long before he 
met the woman with whom he lived in New- 
port, and that they had not been divorced. 

The first Mrs. Detwiller was accompanied 
by her brother, William Dorster of Bethle- 
hem, Pa. 

The second Mrs. Detwiller had ordered a 
coffin that cost $300 for the dead doctor. 
The first Mrs. Detwiller sent it back to the 
undertaker and had a cheaper one sub- 
stituted. 

The Newport Mrs. Detwiller told the neigh- 
bors that she was being persecuted. They 
knew her, and they did not know the 
Bethlehem Mrs. Detwiller. .\So when the 
Newport wife gathered all the bric-a-brac. 
jewelry, rugs, pictures, and china that coulé 
be easily carried off they agreed to take care 
of them for her until she could return. She 

laced Mr. Detwiller's will and papers in 
he hands of a lawyer, and disappeared, 
leaving the Bethlehem wife and her brother 
in full possession. The will was drawn by 
Dr. Detwiller himself. It left everything he 
had to the Newport wife. There was no 
suggestion as to the amount of his estate. 


Left Her a Diagram. 


To one paper Mrs. Detwiller No. 2—that is, 
the Newport wife, called the lawyer's atten- 
tion particularly. Before Dr. Detwilier 
passed away he called the Newport wife to 
his side and handed her a diagram. He told 
her that she must guard it carefully, and in 
case of his death she was to follow its di- 
rections implicitly. The Newport Mrs. Det- 
willer told the lawyers she was sure that the 
diagram would reveal a hiding place of 
bonds and other things of great value. 

Detective Denman went to the house in 
Lincoln street, when the two wives were 
threatening each other. He saw there sev- 
eral chemical appliances and delicate ap- 
paratus, which seemed to him out of place. 
Denman immediately recalled that the la- 
boratory of Professor Wolcott Gibbs was 
robbed on March 6, and that instruments, as 
well as silverware, were carried away. 

He went to the lawyer and found out 
about the diagram. They went to the house 
together and found creditors stationed there 
to prevent the carrying off of more furni- 
ture. 

Nothing was easier than following the in- 
structions and diagram. They were led to 
the inside stairway. The third step was’ 
marked with a cross. The top of the step 
was pried open with a hammer and chisel. 


Stolen Property Found. 


The space beneath was packed full of loot. 
There were packages of pure silver, silver- 
ware bearing the mark of Professor Gibbs, 
cusily instruments of delicate workmanship, 
coils of platinum wire, and other booty, the 
whole of which was valued at about $2,000. 

Many of the articles were identified by 
Professor Gibbs as his property. One or 
two packages bore his own handwriting. 

Denman was so much excited by the dis- 
covery that he did not search the rest of the 
house. The police are going to do that to- 
morrow. 

The Bethlehem Mrs. Detwiller said that 
the doctor was a rich man when he deserted 
her for the Newport Mrs. Detwiller, having 
at least $500,000, but that the second Mrs. 
Detwiller had ruined him. She thinks that 
most of the money Wad gone before the 
couple came to Newport to live. 

It has been learned that Dr. Detwiller 
made frequent visits to neighboring towns, 
and it is thought his operations may have ex- 
tended outside of Newport. A man named 
Rand in Boston bought silverware and other 
articles of value from a man in Newport 
—- description tallied with that of Det- 
willer.

The Spanish commissioners are said to. 
‘be “staggered” and ‘stupefied’” by this” 
demand, though the Paris correspondent ‘ 
of a London paper says they are “ seem- 
ingly unflinching in their no-surrender at- 
titude.” It would be well for the Span- 
iards to get over their stupefaction as soon - 
as possible. We did not expect that they 
would surrender the Philippines at our first 
demand. Spain may be allowed to protest 
‘a while as a matter of pride and “ to save 
her face.” But after the Dons have looked 
over the hopeless situation, what can they 
do but surrender? The protocol, indeed, 
left the whole matter for consideration and 
adjustment by the joint commission, but 
the Spaniards have long known unofficial- ’ 
ly»what would be the nature of our de-. 
mands. ‘The Spanish commissioners are 
not really as badly stupefied and surprised 
as they choose to appear. They know that 
they have no alternative but war if we in- 
sist, and they also know that Spain is utter-. 
ly disqualified to hold ‘the islands in any 
case. Some of their wisest politicians have 
advised letting the Philippines go for the 
good of Spain itself. If they stubbornly | 
hang on to them now it will not be for 
the islands themselves, but for the money 
that can be got for them in’ one way or 
another. | |

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Professor Kidd on Governing the Trop- 
ics—Important Problem for the 
United States to Solve. 


We have already annexed Hawaii, and it 
now seems certain-that the ultimate out- 


us possessed not only of Porto Rico and 
one of the Ladrone Islands, but also of a 
considerable territory in the Philippines. 
All of these newly acquir®d domains lie 
within the tropics, and we are thus con- 
fronted for the first time with the question, 
How can we best turm to account the nat- 
ural resources of regions the climatological 
conditions of which are unfavorable to pro- 
longed residence and.intense physical ac- 
tivity on the part of then born and reared 
in the temperate zones? By a curious co- 
incidence this questign has been lately 
made the subject of study by Mr. Benjamin 
Kidd in a series of essays originally con- 
tributed to a newspaper and since reprinted 
in book form. 

The economical importance of the tropics 
to mankind is recognized by Mr. Kidd as 
actually vast and prospectively incalculable. 
The statistics of British and American trade 
bear impressive witness to the extent of 
our dependence upon tropical and sub- 
tropical products. Before reproducing the 
striking data, we should mention that the 
section of the earth's surface which Mr. 
Kidd has in mind, when he speaks roughly 
of *‘ the tropics,"’ is the belt of territory on 

both sides of the equator within the paral- 

lels of 30° north and 30° south. Outside of 
this zone lies in the northern hemisphere 
nearly the whole of the territory of the 
United States and of Europe, besides the 
greater part of Asia, including Japan and 
two-thirds of China. .In the southern 
hemisphere there would be excluded frem 
t belt the Cape Colony and Natal, the 
Argentine Republic, and Chile, and the 
whole of Great Britain’s Australian colonies, 
except Queensland. With the tropics thus 
defined, the trade of the United Kingdom 
in 1896 amounted to 690,000,000, while its 
trade with the English-speaking world, not 
including the British tropics, was valued at 
$1,165,000,000. The trade of the United 
States in 1805 with the same tropical belt 
amounted to $346,000,000, while their com- 
merce with the English-speaking world, not 
including the British tropics, was valued in 
the same year at $657,000,000. 

The combined trade, then, of Great Brit- 

ain and the United Staittes with the tropics 
was $1,036,000,000. On the other hand, the 
combined trade of these two countries with 
the remainder of the werld, outside of Eng- 
lish speaking lands, was but $2,365,000,000. 
That is to say, their united trade with the 
tropics represents about 44 per cent of their 
total trade with all the rest of the globe. 
Imposing as these figures are, they are 
insignificant compared with those which 
the twentieth century is destined to exhibit. 
In the immense regions comprised within 
the tropical belt are embraced some of the 
richest territofies on the earth’s surface. 
But, as yet, they are territories for the 
greater part undeveloped. Throughout a 
considerable proportion of these regions 
exists a state either of anarchy or of primi- 
tive savagery, in which no attempt is made 
or can be .made to turn to account the 
natural resources lying ready to hand. 
Over a part of the remainder of the tropical 
lands European powers hold control, but in 
some cases this contro] is maintained on 
principles beyond the exercise of which the 
advanced peoples have certainly moved, 
and for: which a substitute will have to be 
found, if the natural resources of the 
tropics are to be successfully exploited. 
_ It is Mr. Kidd’s belief that the event 
which is to play a great part in the twen- 
tieth century will be the final fillfmg up 
by Western peoples of all those tracts in 
the temperate regions of the earth which 
are suitable for permanent occupation by 
them. As this process tends toward com- 
pletion, it may be expected that the inex- 
pediency of allowing a great expanse of 
territory in the richest séction of the globe, 
that, namely, comprised within the tropics, 
to remain undeveloped, with its resources 
running largely to waste under the manage- 
ment of races of low social efficiency, will 
be brought home with ever-growing force 
to thé minds of the Western peoples. The 
day is probably fiot far distant when, with 
the advance science is making, we shall 
recognize that it is in the tropics, and not 
in the temperate zones, that we have thé 
greatest food-producing and raw-material- 
producing regions of the earth; that ‘the 
natural highways of the world’s commerce 
are those.that run north and south, and 
that the inhabitants of the témperate zones 
have the highest possible interest in the 
proper development and efficient adminis- 
tration of the tropical regions, and in an 
exchange of products therewith on a far 
larger scale than has been yet attempted or 
imagined. ,.In this interdependencé of the 
temperate and the tropica! zones, the vital 
import of which will soon be pressed home 
to Europe, the United States is also deeply 
concerned, for we already possess the be- 
ginnings of a tropical empire. 

The question, then, that at an early day 
will present itself for solution will be, How 
is the development and efficient. adminis- 
tration of the tropical regions to be secured? 
Endeavoring to answer the inquiry, Mr. 
Kidd points out that the ethical improve- 
ment that has taken place in our civilization 
has rendered the experiment once made 
to develop their resources by forced native 
labor no longer possible, or permissible, even 
if possible. Never again will a_ social 
structure, of which \the eorner-stone is 
human slavery, be folerated by an en- 
lightened people. Abandoned, also, under 
the pressure of experience, has been the 
idea, which at one time prevailed, that 
tropical lands might be occupied and perma- 
nently colonized by Europeans, as have 
been vast tracts in the temperate climes. 
Within a reasonable period, and under the 
like pressure of experience, we shall proba- 
bly have to discard the idea which it its 
turn has temporarily found many advo- 
cates, the idea, namely, that the colored 


races, left to themselves, possess the quali- 


ties requisite for the exploitation of the 
rich lands they have inherited. This opti- 
mistic assumption has been refuted In prac- 
tice by Hayti, San Domingo, Liberia, the 
British West Indies, and the Central Ameri- 
can commonwealths. A clearer insight into 
the laws that have shaped the course of 
human evolution must bring us to see 
that the process which has gradually de- 
veloped the energy, enterprise, and social 
efficiency of mankind northwards, and 
which has left less richly endowed in this 
respect the peoples inhabiting the regions 
where the conditions of life are easiest, is no 
passing accident or the result of circum- 
stances changeable at will, but part of the 
cosmic order of things which we have no 
power to order or to alter, 

It is Mr. Kidd's opinion, and we may do 
well to consider it in framing forms of gov- 
ernment for our new tropical possessions, 
that the European races will gradually 
come to realize that the tropics, which 
modern ethics will not permit us to enslave, 
and which, as experience has shown, can- 
not be colonized, must be simply adminis- 
tered from the temperate regions. There 
is no insurmountable difficulty in the task. 
It is being performed under our eyes by 
England in India, in the Straits Settlements, 
and in Egypt. What England has done, the 
United States can do. All that is needed 


to assure the successful performance of the 


administrative function in the tropics is a 
clearly defined conception of the moral 
necessity and the economical advantage.. 


Such a conception is sure to come when the 


energetic races of the world, having eom- 
pleted the colonization of the temperate 
zones, are met with the spectacle of the re- 
sources of the richest regions upon earth 
still running largely to waste under inef- 
ficient management.—New York Sun.

| Many Are Barred Out. 

Eighty-one of the 250 clergymen and lay- 
men who were unable to get seats at the 
Auditorium banquet were cared for at the 
Victoria Hotel. The others got dinner where 
they could and all returned to the Audi- 
torjum to hear the post-prandial speeches, 

When it was learned that the crowd ex- 
ceeded the prepared capacity of the hotel 
there was a good deal of murmuring, but it 
s00n subsided. 

At 7 o’clock the large crowd which had 
gathered in the reception parlors showed 
that the capacity of the dining-room set 
apart for the feast would be subjected to a 
severe test. Will Schaefer, chief clerk of the 
hotel, ordered every foot of the room to be 
utillzed, and he was enabled to put in chairs 
for 742 guests. But there was still an over- 
flow. Mr. Schaefer hastened to the Victoria 
Hotel, and arrived there just ten minutes be- 
fore the dining-room was closed. Night 
Clerk Field of the Victoria rounded up his 
kitchen force hastily, and soon a dinner was 
in readiness. The overflow contingent, 
numbering eighty-one persons, was headed 
by the Rev. G. E. Highley of the Hyde Park 
Methodist Church. After dirling the party 
returned to the Auditorium, where they se- 
cured seats after the tables had been cleared 


away. 
Bighiey Explains the Trouble. 


“The trouble didénot lie with the hotel 
management,’’ said Mr. Highley. ‘‘ The com- 
mittee having the banquet in charge asked 
on Monday that reports be sent in as to the 
number of tickets sold. Some of our frierds 
failed to report, and the result was that ar- 
rangements were made for too small a num- 
ber of people. Over 1,000 tickets were sold, 
and I think that only 700 were reported. 
Those who were unable to dine will be re- 
turned their money. It is embarrassing to 
have such a thing happen, but I think weall 


no hard feelings.’’ 

‘“‘We were informed that we would be ex- 
pected to take care of about 600 people,” 
said Clerk Schaefer, ‘‘ At the last minute 
we made preparations to take care of 150 
more, but the comfortable capacity of the 
banquet hall will not exceed 725. It was 
just like an overflow crowd desiring to at- 
tend a theater performance. When the the- 
ater is full you jam in a few extra chairs, 
and that settles it; and that is exactly the 
case with a hotel.’

The Filipinos will stop in Philadelphia en 
route to New York for one day, where they 
have an appointment to meét and confer 
with a prominent citizen of that city, whose 
name they refuse to give. This gentleman 
is said to be a man of much. prominence. 
He has promised to intercede for the Filipi- 
nos and will have charge of their affairs 
during the absence of Sefior Agoncillo and 
Sefior Lopez in Paris to such an extent as 
may be permitted by the Departmeni of 
State. He will act as their agent in this 
country and communications and docu- 
ments willbe transmitted through him. 

Regarding the fulfillment of his miszion 
here Sefior Agoncillo said tonight: 

“It is a mistake and a deception to say 
that we are dissatisfied with what has teen 
accomplished for the Philippines since we 
have been in Washington. While we have 
not accomplished all that could have been 
desired by our government and our people, 
we are fully satisfied, and it can be truth- 
fully said that we have accomplished many 
of the purposes for which we were sent. 
We are highly pleased at the reception we 
have been accorded, and believe that the 
American people now have a better under- 
standing of who the Philippime people are 
and what they desire, which [s absolute in- 
dependence. 

“We have been treated with courtesy, 
and I must say that my report to my people 
and the President, Aguinaldo, must be all 


praise for the Americans. 


** We will go to Paris and there we shall 
lay our claims before the commission. Iam 
confident of success, and believe that the In- 
dependence of the Philippines is assured. 

** We have been greatly pleased and aided 
by the reports which have comie in since our 
arrival here from the American officers in 
Manila. I think they are favorable to our 
people and are, of course, bound to havea 
great influence upon this country. They 
bear out the statements I have made: 

**When the Paris Peace commission has 
made its decision on the disposal of the 
Philippine Islands we shall return to Amer- 
ica and Washington with our present repre- 
sentative’ in Paris and establish a junta 
or og to that maintained by the Cubans 

ere. 

“Of course, we are in no position to con- 
tend against so powerful a hation as the 
United States, but we will never lay down 


Arms against Spain until she recognizes that 


we are no longer her subjects.’ 

The Filipinos are amply provided with 
funds, and during their stay in Washington 
they have not stinted themsélves. They 
state that their revolutionary government 
is now beginning to adopt plans to receive 
revenue and taxes, but that heretofore the 
government and the war has beén nearly all 
sustained by voluntary contributions. Sefior 
Agoncillo is quite wealthy.

Lindblom Writes to Akin. 


President Lindblom of the Civil Service 
commission has written a letter to Attorney 
General Akin setting forth the position of 
the commission in the complaint that the 
writ of mandamus issued last May in regard 
to the positions of Assistant Superintendent 
and inspectors of police has not been com- 
plied with. After voluminous citations of 
the law President Lindblom says: 

It follows that we cannot, under the law. holaé 
examinations for inspectors open to the public at 
large. but that we are compelled to hold promo- 
tional examinations from the next lower grades. 
Until we can hold such promotional! examinations 
the law orders us to make temporary appointments 
each sixty days. 

Of the fifteen Police Captains now in office 
President Lindblom says two are holdovers 
and thirteen have been certified under the 
law after promotional examinations from 
the rank of sergeants. He then says: 

These Police Captains were certified on Feb. 1, 
898, and under the law, as 1 understand it. no 

romotional examinations for Inspectors can be 

eld until after Feb. 1. 1 . 

Out of the four Police Inspectors two are hold- 
overs, one has held his position for more than a 
year under the sixty-day rule, and the other for 
a few months under said rule. So that, were we 
to hold an examinatior. for Assistant Superintend- 
ent only three persons—namely, two hotdovers and 
one sixty-day appointee, vos be competent to 
take the examination, and I am reliably informed 
that the two holdovers have declared their inten- 
tion not to compete in the examination. So that, as 
a matter of fact, the examination will be limited 
to one person, and that could hardly bec a 
competitive examination, as the law provides. 
Under these circumstances it has seemed wise to 

stpone this examination until the positions of 

nspectors could be filled by promotion of Cap- 
tains. and then by promoting one of such civil 
service Inspectcers to the Assistant Superintend- 


ency. 

This letter will be delivered to Attorney

CURRAN MAKES HIS DEFENSE. 


Ex-Poundmaster, on Trial for Violating 
Primary Law, Denies Charges 
Against Him. 


-Hugh Curran, former master of the city 
Gog pound and present defendant before 
Judge Stein on the charge of having violated 
the primary law at the Democratic ward 
primaries of July 8 in the Tenth Ward, told 
his story in court yesterday afternoon. He 
denied that he had ordered the arrest of 
Challenger Coburn or struck Challenger 
Walsh, both of whom were the representa- 
tives of the Ryan faction. 

“I found that the votes were being taken

The story told by Curran was the same as 
that given by his witnesses, Policemen Har- 
rington ‘and Dempsey, Judges Peter Burg 
and J. J. Dowling, Clerks Lavin and Garvin, 
Hank Carmody, James R. Buckley, Frank 
F.. Dowdell, and Patrick Kelly. A. 8. Trude 
was called as a character witness. 

The defense finished its ease at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and Assistant State’s At- 
torney Barnes made the opening address for 
‘the State. Attorney Jacob Kern, for the de- 
fense, will argue this morning. 

If possible, as soon as the case has been 
given to the jury, the State will begin the 
prosecution of the indictments charging 
George Curran, Policemen Coffey and Mat- 
tocks, and Judges Schweig, Sullivan, and 
Williams with interference with voters in 
the Second District of the ward. Alexander 
Newett, who claims to have been beaten in 
agg of the policemen, will be the chief wit- 
ness.

Oct. 4.—The United 
States transport Obdam., which left here on 
Sunday, has returned with its bunkers on 
fire. The presence of fire was discovered 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock in the main 
hold, which was at once flooded with fifty 
tons of water, and a gang of men was put to 
work removing the ammunition, of which 
the ship carried a large supply.

The equipment includes lights in all the 
berths, making this the first train in the 
world carrying such a large supply of light 
service exclusively from the car axles. When 
the intention of lighting the locomotive head- 
light from the same service is carried into 
effect the four trains will be solid axle light 
trains throughout. 

The system mostly in vogue, of lighting a 
train from one large plant in the baggage 
car, has many objectionable features. If the 
car carrying the plant meets with an acci- 
dent or the plant itself get out of order, the 
entire light output of the train becomes de- 
ranged. In the axle light System each car 
has its own little plant, compact and com- 
plete, with its dynamo and storage battery. 
Actual measurements demonstrate that after 
the round trip to Los Angeles of over 4,500 
gniles, and after supplying the cars during 
six nights with brilliant light, the storage 
is as full as it was atthe start. If one car 
becomes crippled in any ‘manner it can be 
lighted from an adjoining car until a ter- 
minal is reached, where the necessary repairs 
can be made. 

The National Electric company of New 
York, which has introduced the light, has 
been perfecting its system for ten years. 
The first contract in the West was made 
with the Santa Fé company, and the un- 
qualified success of the experiment induced 
the Pullmafi company to introduce the light 
in all of its cars on this route.

Design for the Shaft to Be 
Erected by First Regi- 
ment Is Comp leted 


GIFT OF THE OFFICERS. 


Memorial Column Will Be Un- 
veiled Nov. 13 at the 
Armory. 


SIGNAL CORPS DUE TODAY. 


The design for the monument to be erected 
in memory of members of the First Illinois 
Infantry Regiment who died during the war 
and which will be unveiled on the afternoon 
of Nov. 18 at the armory, Sixteenth street 
and Michigan avenue, was completed yester- 
aay. 

The monument is the gift of Colonel Henry 
_ L. Turner and the line officers of the regi- 

ment, and will be the first actual memorial 
raised to the soldier dead of Chicago. The 
monument will be of concrete, in close imita- 

tion of marble. The base will be of deep 
black, while the monument proper will be of 
white. 

The design was made by Architect Daniel 
H. Burnham, and is square, narrowing slow- 
ly towards the top, surmounted by a classic 
rim, draped in the Cuban and American 
flags. The monument will be over thirteen 
feet in height and nine feet six inches square. 
at the base. On the front side, embellished 
with ferns and the arms of Illinois linked 
with the municipal flag of Chicago, will ap- 
pear the following inscription: 

IN MEMORY OF THE MEMBERS 

THE FIRST VOLUNTEERS. 

who died in the Spanish-American War 
. of 1898. 


The remaining three sides will be devoted 
to the three battalions of the regiment, and 
under each will be engrossed the names of 
the men of each battalion who died during 
the war. 

Beneath this inscription will appear in 
heavy lettering, ‘‘ Cuba and Porto Rico,” 
and the dates of the marches and advances 
of the First. 

Unique as a Military Monument. 

The four sides of the monument, inc!ud- 
— its base, will be appropriately finished 

ri laurels, ferns, and escutcheons, but aside 
from the Cuban and American flags no de- 
sign significant of the military will be in evi- 
dence. It is Colomel Turrer’s idea that ihe 
monument should be unique in the way of 
military monuments, and the proverbia! 
drum, gun, and saber will be given no place 
in the design. 

The site for the proposed monument has 
not yet been actually decided upon, though 
it is: understood that Colonel Turner has 
favored the rotunda of the armory. Many 
of the members of the regiment, however, 
are said to be in favor of having the monu- 
ment placed on the main floorof the armory.
